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FRUIT JUICES GO 
TO ARMED FORCES 
FROM LOCAL PLANT 


Fruit juices from Upland are 
going to the armed forces. 

At least 2,400 cans of the 46- 
ounce size of grapefruit juice are 
being produced daily at the K. & 
R. Fruit Products, Inc., East 
Ninth street. Later in the sea- 
son it will be valencia oranges, 
then tomatoes, with grapefruit 
handied again as the year ends. 

The fruit company plant, lo- 
cated at the eastern end of Ninth 
street, will celebrate its first an- 
niversary in Upland in May. The 
men behind the organization are 
veterans in the business. 





Prior to this season, all of the | 


fruit juices produced here was | 
sent to Los Angeles’ largest chain | 
markets. Now, however, the 
armed forces under government | 
contract, are receiving virtually | 
all the juices. Tin, a scarce item 
in civilian life, is plentiful at the 
juice plant because of the essen- | 
tial nature of the activity. Tin 
cans are available to the local 
company and the rich, vitamin- 
full juice is sent from here by 
the carload. 


At present grapefruit is brought 
here in bulk by the truckloads 


from Arizona and Imperial valley. 
After a 


thorough washing pro- 
cess, the grapefruit is sliced in 
two by a circular blade. A dozen 


women are kept busy over the 
juicers. 

After going through several 
heating and cooling processes, the 
canned juice is stacked in car- 
tons ready for shipping. Inci- 
dentally, the grapefruit peel is 
packed in lettuce cases and sent 
by the carload to a Washington 
Concern for use in candied fruit. 

Ed Kaw, Ralph L. Ricci and 
Jack Ricci are proprietors of the 
fruit products company. Ralph 
Ricci resides here at 861 East 
Ninth street, while Jack Ricci is 
manager of a fruit products com- 
pany in Orange. Mr. Kaw’s 
home is in Pomona. Eighteen 
persons are employed at the plant.
